* STATION PROFILE x 
NEW STAR BROADCASTING STATION [V13] 
I got some requests for a station profile of V13. Hans van den Boogert 
wrote an article in the DSWCI DX-Window bulletin a couple of years ago.

Newsletter vol.2 #12. Although it was published in 1996, the info is 
still valid.

Current active frequencies are: 8300, 9725, 11430, 13750 and 15388 kHz.

o New Star Broadcasting Station. 
author: Hans van den Boogert, Taipei, Taiwan 


This is a report about the NEW STAR BROADCASTING STATION, or Xin Xing 
Guangbo diantai in Mandarin Chinese. I have observed this station on 
the following frequencies: 8300, 9725 and 11430, where the latter two 


seem to be alternates both featuring the third program. Reception is 
clear and strong local daytime here in Taiwan (2300-1000 UTC), but 
hardly or not audible at night (1200-1600 UTC). I'm not a propagation 
expert, so maybe somebody else could give some educated guesses about 
a possible location. 


New Star seems to have different services, or programs. Each frequency 
identifies itself as "the third" or "the fourth" program ("di san tai" 
or "di si tai"). Content is different, but program format is the same. 
Broadcasts range from 5 to 40 minutes and I recorded a broadcast on 
8300 kHz in October as typical case. 


In order to save my energy I hereby give a list of Chinese cardinal 
numbers. Ordinal numbers are formed by putting "di" in front of the 
cardinal number. 


Chinese numbers from 1-10: 

1 = yi 7 = qi 

2 = er 8 = ba 

3 = san 9 = jiu 

4=si 10 = shi 

5 = wu 20 = er-shi 

6 = liu 26 = er-shi-liu 


Transmission details: 

Transmissions usually start at the hour, e.g. 0400, 0500, 0600, with 
a traditional piece of Chinese music as interval signal, featuring a 
flute. Once you hear it you never forget it. Usually two women are 
featured: one for the general announcements, the other for the 
messages. They are both recorded and this clearly shows in the coded 
messages which suffer from lack of proper intonation. The outline of 
the transmissions is as follows: 


Station ID + program ID. An example: 
Zheli shi Xin Xing Guangbo diantai, di si tai (2x) 
[Here is New Star Broadcasting Station, the fourth program] 


Call for particular units (danwei) that cables (dianbao) are coming. 
These stations have 4 or 5 letter call-signs. Also indicated is the 
month and number (...yue, ...... th report) of the cables and how many 
cable characters (dianwen) it consists off. An example: 


b atato te wate you 5-3-2-5-3 danwei [.....for unit 5-3-2-5-3], shi yue fen 
di yi hao dianbao [October 1st cable], yi fen dian bao dianwen 53 zi 
[one cable, 53 characters]. You 4-4-7-1 danwei [for unit 4-4-7-1], shi 
yue fen di si hao [October 4th cable], yi fen dianbao dianwen 61 zi 
[one cable, 61 characters]. 5-3-2-5-3 danwei 4-4-7-1 danwei zhuyi 
chaoshou [Unit 5-3-2-5-3, unit 4-4-7-1, stand by for reception]. 


This announcement is repeated a couple of times, with the interval 
music in between. Then actual code transmissions begin, preceded by 
this announcement: 


Zheli shi Xin Xing Guangbo diantai, di si tai. 

[Here is New Star Broadcasting Station, the fourth program] 
Xianzai women.... [Now we....] 

kaishi..... [begin...] 

baogao gei nin [with the reporting for you]. 

Qing nin zhuyi, zhunbei chaoshou. [Please stand by for reception] 


Then the actual reading of numbers starts in this format, each 
number repeated twice. If the cable is finished this is also announced: 


9093 9033 8799 8799 9989 9989 1956 1956 4244 4244 3904 3904 

9939 9939 8988 8988. 

yishang shi gei 4-4-7-1 [The preceding was intended for unit 
4-4-7-1], shi yue fen di si hao [October 4th cable], yi fen 
dianbao dianwen 61 zi [one cable, 61 characters]. xianzai yijing 
bowen wan le [now finished with broadcasting the cable]. 


Finally the whole broadcast is ended with the following words: 


yishang tejie heyue ..... bosong wanbi. xiexie nin de shouting. zhu 
nin jiankang kuai le. zaihui. [The preceding special programme..... 
now finished transmission. Thank you for listening. We wish you 
health and happiness. Goodbye. ] 


Comments from the Hans: 

First a diclaimer: my Chinese is not perfect and Xin Xing's audio is 
not that great, so I might have made minor mistakes in translation, or 
in copying content (90% is correct though). Even my girlfriend had 
trouble understanding the Chinese and she is a native speaker, so there 
you go! 


I don't want to give too many comments on this station. It seems a 
spy station, packaged very nicely, but from where and for whom is 
everybody's guess. The Mandarin used sounds like mainland Chinese 
Mandarin, but it could as well be from Taiwan. The signal and audio 
quality also point to mainland China, but then again, at night this 
station is not audible in over here and so it points to Taiwan again. 


Maybe it's not a spy station at all. I remember some years back there 
was a German number station, also sounding very nice and everybody 
thought it came from East Germany. Turned out to come from West Germany 
and relaying results of horse racing (this was before the computer 


networking craze and turned out to be cheaper and faster than other 
means of distribution) .

* INTELLIGENCE NEWS x 


Since the establishment of the Russian Air Force in 1992, the defense 
ministry has made large cuts in air force manpower and aircraft and in 
the overall defense budget. The most recent of these reductions was in 
1998 as a result of combining air and air defense forces. Over 30 air 
regiments were disbanded, leaving approximately 70 air regiments. The 
hardware from these disbanded units was either put into storage or 
distributed between the remaining units, allowing the Russians to 
remove more ailing aircraft from the active inventory. Moscow's effort 
to consolidate security in Central Asia is designed to legitimize 
Russian intervention and preserve Russia's lasting military presence 
on its southern periphery. Although Uzbek President Islam Karimov has 
stressed that the Central Asian states should exercise responsibility 
for their own security, Russian control is steadily increasing. Even 
Uzbekistan agreed to join the CIS Integrated Air Defense System in 
March. <source unknown>

* LINK-11 CRACKED BY CHINA? x 


NewsMax.com published a very interesting article that states that China 
might have cracked the link-11 codes after the recent capture of a US 
Navy aircraft. 


NewsMax states that Japanese defense officials informed the Pentagon 
that the Link-11 secure military communication system was compromised 
after a U.S. Navy plane was forced down. Japanese defense officials 
confirmed that Tokyo ordered its defense forces to change Link-11 codes 
after the EP-3E was captured. 


The U.S. Navy EP-3E surveillance aircraft held by China is equipped 
with the most advanced version of the NATO Link-11 secure communication 
system. The Navy aircraft was forced to land on Hainan Island after a 
collision with a Chinese air force F-8 interceptor in April. 


The EP-3E in question, aircraft PR-32, was equipped with the latest 
version of the NATO Link-11 system, code named "Story Book." Japanese 
officials are concerned that, even if the hard drives of the computers 
were magnetically wiped and the CD-ROM key disks were destroyed, there 
is still much the Chinese could learn. 


According to the article, Chinese military engineers are already very 
familiar with the U.S. designed Link-11 communication system. The 
Chinese military employs a stolen version of the U.S.-made Link-11. The 
Link W system employed by the People's Liberation Army Navy (PLAN) is 
an unlicensed copy of the U.S. Navy Link-11.

* USSR SPY BASE IN LONDON x 


The Russians had a large spy base in north London intercepting and 
decoding British radio communications from the end of the Second 

World War until the early 1950s. The site, at Whetstone, had been set 
up during the war, ostensibly to allow the official Soviet news agency 
Tass to monitor German news broadcasts. In fact the site which had a 
field full of aerials and a number of large buildings was mainly 
concerned with monitoring military and diplomatic communications. The 
revelation of the Soviet Cold War coup is contained in Richard J. 
Aldrich's book The Hidden Hand. Prof Aldrich says the agreement that 
allowed the site to be set up provided the staff with diplomatic 
immunity and did not £ix a date for them to leave so they were able to 
remain in place well into the Cold War.

The network used bases in New Zealand to monitor 
Japanese satellite communications. 


Mainichi based its article on a book about the subject written in 1996 
by a New Zealand author Nicky Hagar. The book is called ‘Secret Power’. 
ISBN 0-908802-35-8. 


I have read the book and found the information about New Zealand's 
intelligence more interesting than the Echelon stuff. It is the only 
book about New Zealand's intelligence that I have ever seen. Secret 
Power describes amongst others the various GCSB locations and how they 
were used for Echelon.

A former US intelligence agent was recently convicted of spying for the 
Soviet Union during the Cold War. 74 years old George Trofimoff sold 
thousands secret US military documents to the KGB while he was chief of 
the US Army Joint Interrogation Center in Nuremberg, Germany, from 1969 
to 1994.

* SPY SNIFFERS * 
During a speech at the launch of a spy exhibition in London, MI5's 
director general told the world that MI5 had plans in the 1970's to 


train gerbils to sniff out spies. 


The rodents could be trained to detect a rise in adrenalin in the 
sweat of people under stress. MI5 wanted to use the gerbils during 


the interrogation of suspected spies. 


The Canadian Mounties discovered the ability of the gerbils and Israel 
actually used them in Tel Aviv's airport. They had kept the animals in 
cages next to the security check areas. Fans blew the smell of the 
suspect towards the gerbils who were trained to press a lever if they 
detected rises in adrenalin. 


The problem was however that they could not notice the difference 
between suspects and frightened passengers; that's why MI5 eventually 
dropped their plans.
